“Tt is apparent, therefore,’ says the re- 


port, “when all these facts are consider- 
ed that the $7,000,000 of new stock pro- 
vided a sufficient sum of cash to pay for 
new construction and to pay in full the 
debt incurred in 1900 for the purchase not 
only of Third avenue stock, but of other 
street railway stocks.” 

This follows the statement that the 
company in 1992 asked for $23,000,000, part 
of which was to be used in paying the 
unfunded debt incurred in the purchase 
of the Third avenue line. 

“As a matter of fact,’ Mr. Philbin says, 
“it can be conclusively shown by the com- 
pany’s sworn statement that the Metro- 
politan on that date could not have owed 
a single dollar of unfunded debt incurred 
in the purchase of Third avenue stock.”’ 

Dealing with the interurban lease, the 
report says: 

“While the Metropolitan company has 
been continuously since the date of the 
lease and is at present, a creditor of the 
interurban company, yet in July last tine 
Metropolitan company issued $11,000,000 of 
its own bonds and turned the. proceeds 
thereof over to the interurban company. 

“These $11,000,000 were provided for the 
purpose of enabling the interurban com- 
pany to carry out its contract to pay 7 
per cent guaranteed dividends on the 
$52,040,000 of Metropolitan stock, for the 
interurban company has no earning ca- 
racity of its own. and its only earnings 
are. represented by the earnings of the 
Metropolitan company itself, which never 
bave been and are not at present equal 
to 7 per cent on its capita) stock. 


More Millions Shy. 

“During 1898, 1900 and 1901,”’ the report 
says, “the company reported expending 
for construction and equipment $35,413,- 
$21, while the actual expenditures, ac- 
cording to the balance sheets, was $25,- 
355,572." 

On the subject of excessive valuation 
of investments, Mr. Philbin’s report 
says: 

“The total value of Investments set 
Out In the general balance sheet of June 
30, 1901, was $21,683,428.26 and a year later 
$22,565,471.76. These values are represented 
by more than $12,000,000 of Metropolitan 
stock issued in 1897 for the acquirement 
of a part of the stock and bonds he!d at 
present as investments, and by the cash 
proceeds of other shares of stock devoted 
to the purchase of such investments. 

“The total of such stock issued is about 
$20,000,000 face value, on which the com- 
pany is paying 7 per cent dividends, or at 
the rate of $1,400,000 a year. But the com- 
rany’s income from these investments, 
as its own annual representatives prove, 
is wat about $300,000 a year. In other 
words, the. company is paying out annu- 
ally $1,400,000 to receive in return $300,000, 
and if this is the.case, some one is hec- 
essarily profiting to an equal extent.”

CALL FOR BLOW | 
AT. THE SOUTH 


Republican Editors Want Rep- 
resentation Cut Because 
of Franchise Laws. 


New York, April 16.—The Republican 
Editorial Associatidn of the State of 
New York held its annual convention 
today. In his report, the president, 
Thomas P. Peters, speaking of President 
Roosevelt, his colored appointees and the 
Booker T. Washington incident, said the 
republican party had come into being 
for the purpose of giving the black man 
his freedom and the party was in exist- 
ence today to maintain his rights. 

The following resolution was adopted: 


‘Resolved, That while the members of 
the Republican Editorial Association of 
the State of New York recognize the 
neculiar social and domestic conditions 
which make the question of negro suf- 
frage in the south so difficult of solu- 
tion, we aiso recognize the fact that 
nothing has ever justified or can ever 
justify an attempt to interfere, evade 
or annul or override the mandate of the 
Untted States. If the negro is disqutal- 
ified for the suffrage in the states in the 
south, or if the white man is disquali- 
fied in the north, by the deliberate ac- 
tion of legislatures, honesty and fair- 
ness demand that the voters thus dis- 
qualified be eliminated in the enumera- 
‘ion of its population as a basis for the 
representation of that state in congress 
and the electoral college. We submit 
either that the constitution be enforced 
in every part of the land or that it be 
amended so as to preserve the equities 
of its intent and purpose in all the 
states without discrimination on account 
of local conditions, social tradition or 
racial feeling. We ask the republican 
tress of the north to give prompt con- 
sideration to this great national ques- 
tion, which bids fair to become of para- 
mount importance and which must Ae 
met with the same patience,. conserva- 
tism and unflinching courage which has 
characterized the leadership of. the re- 
publican party in every great emergency 
in our nation’s history. 

Resolutions were also adopted indors- 
ing the administration of President 
Roosevelt and calling upon the repubil- 
cans in congress to provide for the en- 
forcement of the fourteenth amendment 
of the constitution requiring the reduc- 
tion of represetitation in proportion to 
abridgment of the right of suffrage.

They Fear That Another Raid 
Will Be Made by 
Whites. 


Joplin. Mo., April 16.—The excitement 
that ended last night in a mod lynching 
Thomas Giliard, the negro murderer, and 
the shooting at several negroes and the 
firing of thelr homes, is still intense 
tcday and further bloodshed and damage 
to property is feared. 

Many negroes are selling out their be- 
longings today and leaving town. , 

Tonight, it is said, another mab will 
demand the release of Hickory Bill, a 
town character, whos was placed in jail 
last night as a member of the mob, and 
that they will wreck other negroes and 
drive out what blacks yet remain. 

This afterrioon the mayor issued a 
prociamation calling for 500 men to pro- 
tect life and property. There are severa: 
hundred strangers in the city and a re- 
port is being. circulated that several hun- 
dred others from Pierce City, where a 
fierce race war occurred over a year ago, 
will come to Joplin tonight and assist in 
the extermination of the colored popula- 
tlon. The better class of citisens are 
uiding the police in an effort to prevent 
further trouble.

SECRET AGENT 


CANT BE FOUND 


Immigration Agent Smiley Miss- 


iag Since Last Monday, 


Government Employee Fails To Show 
Up at His Hotel and No Clew 
Can Be Secured asto His 
Whereabouts—Is from 
Columbus, Ohio. 


United States Immigration Agent Mil- 
ton Smiley, who came to Atlanta under 
the assumed name of W. M. Davis on @ 


‘secret mission, has disappeared and can- 


rot be found. He has been missing sinc? 
last Monday, and although every possi- 
ble @ffort has been made to locate him, 
his disappearance is still a mystery 
which goverr.ment officials cannot solve. 

Agent Smiley had come to the clty 
for the purpose of ascertaining if any 
Greek boys had been brought here bond- 
ed out as slaves. Government officials 
at Washington had received information 
which led them to suspect that boys 
had been brought over to this country 
from Greece, and after reaching here 
they had been placed in slavery for a 
term of years: Some of these boys, it Is 
said. were brought to Atlanta. Smiley 
came to Atlanta to work on the case, 
and in the midst of the work he sud- 
djenly disappeared and cannot be found. 

Arrived Here on March 21. 

It was on March 21 fhat the govern- 
ment agent reached the city and he Treg- 
istered at Gelders’ European hotel, cor- 
ner of Broad and Marietta streets, 36 
W. M. Devis. He had been to the same 
hotel on previous visits here and he 
was assigned to a room upon the pay- 
ment of two days’ board in advance, #9 
the clerk of the hotel states. He had 
two valises, which are still in his room. 
He was in and out during the days that 
passed and little attention was paid to 
his going and coming. Davis was 
thought to be his real name and as he 
was reticent about his business no ques- 
‘ions were’ asked him. 

On last Monday atternoon about 2 
o'clock he left the hotel after eating din- 


ner and that is the last that was secon 


of him. He did not return. and when 
‘inquiries were made about nim noth- 
Ing concerning him could be learned. 


Officials Look for Him. 
On Tuesday officials {rem the postoifice 
calied at the hotel to find him, @ it

tight name were learned. Since the - “ 


ernmentiofficials have made frequent vis- - 


‘ts to tie hotel, for a search was being 
made for the missing detective. 

Among those who tried to find Smiley 
was Postoffice Inspector E. M. Barry, 
who is now in Chattanooga, and it is be- 
ilieved he hes gone there for the purpose 
of trying to find some trace cf the miss- 
ing man. 

‘There are two theories offered which 
might throw some light on the mystery. 
It is possible that he is secretly engaged 
on the case to which he was assigned, 
and he may be’ seeking information 
emong the Greeks incognito. If this Is 
true he did not wish any one to know 
what he was doing and decided not to 
communicate with any of his brother 
detectives. 

The other theory is that ke may be @ 
victim of fotil play. It is possible that 
he might have secured damaging evi- 
dence against parties who were impli- 
cated in the bonding of the Greek boys 
as siaves, and he may have come to 
harm from the gullty persons. 

Inspector Barry is said to be the of- 
ficial who knows most about the affair, 
and as he is out of the city he could not 


*be communicated with. 


The city police have recentiy com- 
mented on the fact that there have been 
several Greek boys bruught to the city 
who had not been long from their ma- 
tive country. Some of these boys run 
bootblack stands, and all of them are 
working for other people. 


Inquiries Made at Hotel. 

Inquiries at Gelders’ hotel last night 
elicited the fact that Smiley owed a 
board bill frcm March 2 up to tast 
Monday. The hotel people do not think 
the unpaid board bill had anything to do 
with the agent's disappearance, as ne is 
aman well-to-do and perfectly honest in 
all his business dealings. As he left his 
personal effectp at the hotel, he could 
not have gone from the city for any 
great length of time. 

Agent Smiley's home is in Columbus, 
Chio, whére he has a family. Mrs. Smiley 
is well known in Atlanta. 

The affeir is said to have caused a4 
profcund sensation amamsg government 
officials in the city, and it is probable 
that the department in Washington un- 
6er which he was detailed has been noti- 
fied of the fact that he is missing and 
cannot be found.

Right of Secretary To. Accept 


Resignation of Member 


Member Atout To Be Tried 
Charges. Resigns and Secretary 
Accepts—Some Talk of Re- 
instating and Then Ex- 
pelling the Member.

Columbus, Ga., April 16.—(Special.)—The 
Georgia Medical Association had a novel 
question before it today, and ‘one which 
brought on quite an animated discussion. 
in effect it was, Has the secretary of the 
association the right accept the re- 
signation of a member when’ he resigns 
prestiimably to escape arraignment for 
conduct unbecoming a physician? 

A member—or rather, a former member, 
as President Hicks finally ruled—had ten- 
dered his resignation, and the secretary 
had, in effect, accepted it. Charges were 
to be preferred against the physician in 
question. Some of the members of the 
association wished tq declare the doctor 
still ‘a-member of the association, then 
proceed to investigate the charges against 
him, and, if they should be established, 
descharge him from the association. The | 
question was, although it was not so 
expressed in the discussion, Could the as- 
sociation reinstate a member for the 
purpose of firing him? 

Censors Desired Information. 

The matter was brought before the 
convention this morning when the board 
of censors, through their chairman,’ Dr. 
Floyd W. McRae. of Atlanta, said they 
Wished instruction from the association 
in a matter of importance. Dr. McRae 
said he would state the case in an im- 
personal way. In a certain Georgia city 
a physician was practicing medicine who 
advertised that he was a graduaté of 
three institutions. Another doctor in tho. 
town wrote to the presidents of- these 
institutions. for correboration of these 
published statements, and the presidents 
replied that the name in question was 
not on the rolls of their institutions. In 
the same paper in which the original 
advertisement appeared, the physician 
who had written the insticutions publish- 
*d the replies from the presidents. and 
Blated that he would bring the matter 
before the next meeting of the medica! 
association and kave the doctor expelled. 
About ‘that “time the doctor in question 
wrote to the secretary of the association, 
paying his dues and resigning from the 
association. The secretary was ignorant 
of the charges to be preferred against 
him, and wrote, expressing regret that 
id was to resign from the association, 

Dr.’ McRae said that what the board 
of censors desired to know was: Whether 
they could consider any charges against 
the physician? Was he still a membér 
of the association? Did the secretary 
have authority to accept his resigna- 
tion? 

Dr. Louis H. Jones, of Atlanta, the sec- 
retary, said that, strictly construed, his 
letter to the physician did not accept 
his resignation, but merely’ expressed. 
He did not 
think the association would be hampered 
by what he had written. 

“Still a Member,” Said Body. 

Dr. M. A. Baldwin, of Cuthbert, sprang 
to his feet at this juncture. 

“I am the one who preferred the 
charges,’ he said. “I think the associa- 
tion ought to take action in this matter. 
I would be ashamed to belong to an 
organization that would let such conduct 
pass unnoticed.” 

President Hicks ruleg Dr. Baldwin out 
of order. He said the only question was 
whether the physician was still a mem- 
ber of the association. If he was not 
then a member he could not be dis- 
charged. 

A warm discussion raged, and from 
the tenor of the remarks it was seen 
that the association would willingly ex- 
pel the member if he was still a member, 
and thé charges should be substantiated. 

Upon being put to a vote the associa- 
tion by a large majority voted that the 
doctor was still a member, and that 
any charges against him could be inves- 
tigated; that the secretary’s letter did 
not bind the body. 

The timely point was then made, how- 
ever, that the association had already 
accepted the member’s resignation, from 
the fact that on yesterday the body 
adopted the secretary’s report, and in 
this report he gave the names of those 
who had resigned or been dropped from 
the rolls of the association, ang the mem- 
ber’s name was among this number. 

President Hicks then ruled that the 
doctor was not a member of the associa. 
tion. It was suggested that the board 
of censors prepare resolutions to cover 
such cases in. future. 

Secretary’s Powers Defined. 

Upon recommendation of the board of 
censors, the following resolutions were 
then unanimously adopted: 

‘‘Whereas, a member of this association 
apparently guilty of conduct unbecoming | 
a member of this association, and who on 
being put on notice that charges would 
be preferred against him tendered his 
resignation -to the secretary of the asso- 
ciation, which body, ignorant of the 
Charges about to be preferred, accepted 
the report of the secretary, thereby le- 
galized the act of the secretary; there- 
fore be it 

“Resolved, first, That in future 
the secretary shall not be allowed to ac- 
cept the resignation of any member of 
the association. 

“Second, That he shall fovort, by name, 
the resignation or resignations of any 
member or members of the association at 
its next regular meeting, so that the 
body, as a whole, shall be put on notice 
of the pending resignation or resignations, 
and take such action thereon as it shall 
deem proper.”

Coun'y School Commissioner 
Leave Macon for Home, 


Last Day’s Proceedings Were Inter- 
esting—Resolutions on the Late 
Dr. Curry — Child Labor 
Bill Fight on State Board 
of Examiners. 


Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., April 16.—(Special.)—The 
county school officials completed their 
work this afternoon and are now en 
route home, well satisfied with the work 
accomplished during the ninth annual 
session. It was a day of Visiting with 
the members of the convention and the 
teachers who came to Macon to ba pres- 


ent upon the sessions and apart from 
that little else was done, except the adop- 
tion of resolutions touching the late Dr. 
Curry, the child labor bill and thanks 


.to the press and city of Macon. 


The schoo] commissioners gave up the 
éreater part of the morning hours to an 
inspection of the schools of Macon and 
Bibb county. Immediately after con- 
vening the convention adjourned for the 
purpose indicated and within a few min- 
utes the visiting teachers and superin- 
tendents were aboard the street cars 
en route to the various schools of the 
city, accompanied. by Professor Pound, 
Mayor Smith and other prominent citi- 
zens of Macon. The schools within the 
city were visited by practically all of 
the delegates to the convention and at 
the time of the visitation the schools 
were in full operation, offering the cali- 
éfs an abundant opportunity of seeing 
how ‘Macon pupils are being educated. 
On leaving the city hall the superinten- 
dents were divided into parties and in 
this manner every school in the city 
had visitors at about the same time. 
The two hours and a half of observa- 
tion was a practical lesson to the vis- 
itors and proved one of the enjoyable 
features of the ninth annual convention 
oF the association. Just at noon the dele- 
gates and other visitors returned to the 
city hall and at once adjourned for din- 
ner. / 

The afternoon session opened at 2 
o'clock and the first number on: the 
programme was the report of the school 
work in Hancock and Bibb counties, 
Professor Pound and Professor M. L. 
Duggan, superintendents, presenting the 
papers. Both were interesting and in- 
structive and contained statistical facts 
relative to the schools, the teachers and 
the expenditures incurred in each coun- 
ty. In Professor Pound’s report he gave 
a graphic description of the introduction 
of manual training into the public schools 
both of the city and county. He illus- 
trated the cost of the system and the 
good results .h¢refrom, .The grammar . 
gtades and the high school work came in 
for no small part of Professor Pound's 
report and of both he spoke in the high- 
est terms, while his advocacy of normal 
schools was pronounced. 

A resolution to make the scholastic year 
coincident and concurrent with the fiscal 
year was presented and went to the com- 
mittee on resolutions, from which a re- 
port will be received at the next annual 
meeting. 

The resolution to memorialize the Geor- 
gia legislature to create a state board 
of examiners, whose duty shall be to 
examine and grade all examination pa- 
pers of applicants for licenses to teach 
in the public schools of Georgia created 
an unexpected and bitter fight from a 
number of the superintendents. So em- 
phatic was the opposition manifested to 
the adoption of the resolution that it was 
finally withdrawn. 


Child Labor Bill. 


Mr. Anderson appeared before the con- 
vention as a representative of the State 
Federation of ' Labor and in a strong, 
urgent appeal advocated the furtherance 
by the convention of the child labor bill 
now pending before the Georgia legisla- 
ture. A resolution has been pending be- 
fore the convention practically in accord 
with Mr. Anderson's plea. It provides 
that no child under 12 years of age shall 
be employed in_shops or factories unless 
that child can read and write its name.

Dublin, April 16.—By a unanimous vote 
the Irish national convention, which met 
here today, accepted in principle the Irish 
land bil] introduced in the house of com- 
mons by Mr. Wyndham, chief secretary 
for Ireland, and entrusted to John Red- 
mond and his party the task of securing 
in the house of commons that “serious 
amendment in various points of vital im- 
portance’’ which the national congress 
may consider essential. The convention 
tomorrow will outline the shape the 
amendments should take and on Satur- 
day Lord Dunraven, Lord Mayo, Captain 
Shawe-Taylor, John edmond, William 
Russell are likely to 
meet at a round council table to dis- 
cuss the lords’ and tenants’ Opinions on 
the land bill and to arrive at a common 
basis of parliamentary action, 

Today's proceedings at the convention 
revealed discontent with various features 
of the bill, but nothing so serious as to 
indicate danger of-its ultimate ‘rejection. 
Even Michael Davitt, who had an op- 
two bitterly opposing camps, and who, 
amid dramatic excitement, subordinated 
his views, pledged himself to abide by the 
verdict. John Redmond gnd Willian 
O'Brien triumphed over all objections; 
indeed. the objectors, save Michael Da- 
ritt, were scarcely given a hearing by the 
lelegates. 

Proceedings of Convention. 

Dublin, Apri) 16.—The national conven- 
tion of the United Irish League was held 
today in the historic round room of the 
Mansion house. About 2,000 delegates as- 
sembled in the crowded rotunda, which 
was incapable of holding all who had 
come from every part of Ireland to dis- 
euss the Irish land bill.

Ordinary Witkinson Appoints 
Administrator for Prop- 
erty. 


A land contest case, involving ninety 
acres of land adjoining the Soldiers’ 
home, was tried yesterday afternoon in 


the ordinary’s court before Judge John 
R. Wilkinson. The case was an applica- 
tion of. the Atlanta Realty Company for 
the appointment of an administrator for 
fhe property, which was formerly owned 
by Mrs. Emma Von der Hoya, an Aus- 
trian and former citizen of Atlanta.

The husband and son of Mrs. Von der 
Hoya filed a caveat to the petition of the 
realty company, objecting to the pro- 
posed administration on the ground that 
the company is not a creditor and that 
there is no need for the appointment of 
an administrator. The caveators made 
no showing at the hearing yesterday af- 
ternoon. The land is valued at about 
$10,000. 

Mrs. Von der Hoya left Atlanta and 
returned to Austria about twelve years 
ago. She died there about eight years 
ago. Attorney W. H- Terrell represents 
the realty company and Attorney Robert 
C. Alston represents the caveators.

Montgomery, Ala., April 16.—(Special.)— 
Fast mail train, No. 3, of the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad, was wrecked at 
Castleberry, Ala., about 100 miles south 
of Montgomery, this morning at 3:15, re- 
sulting in the death of H. L. Donovan, of 
Mobile, a railway mail clerk, and Major 
Knox, a negro fireman from Montgomery, 
and seriously injuring Jack Wright, the 
engineer, of Montgomery. 

The train ran into an open switch, al- 
most directly in front of the station at 
Castleberry. 

A special wrecking crew, with physi- 
cians and surgeons, went immediately to 
the scene of the wreck. The railroad offi- 
cials deny that any one was injured, be- 
sides the one mentioned. 

When the wreck occurred the passenger 
train was going at a terrific rate of speed, 
and it is miraculous that there were not 
many more killed.

J. L. DONOVAN, Mobile, railway mall 
clerk.

The injured: 

Jack Wright, Montgomery, 
tured; will probably die.

The train consisted of eight cars, six 
of which were completely demolished. 
The mail and baggage cars were destroy- 
ed by fire. 

After nine hours a crew of 176 men suc- 
ceeded in building around the wreck and 
traffic was resumed. 

It is stated that Donovan met his 
death while he was standing in the door 
of the mail car, ready to get the mail 
pouch, which was on the rack. 

Jack Wright was brought here this af- 
ternoon on a special train.

His skull tis frac- 
tured, his face badly bruised and one 
arm injured. He was operated upon to- 
night.

On being weighed here, how- 
ever, it was found that the cotton aver- 
aged 2%) pounds. This was so great @ 
discrepancy that the two exporting firms 
have sent representatives to Alabama 
to look into the matter of the short 
weights. They had been drawn upon 
for payment upon the 
alleged. The cotton in question was not 
even commercial bales, 
weigh: for such a bale is #0 pounds, 
under the rule of the cotton exchange. 

This is the first time in a quarter of a 
century that deceit has been practiced 
upon the Savannah market. The discov- 
ery of the short shipments has filled ex- 
porters generally with apprehension and 
cotton weighers are kept busy, buyers 


insisting upon a reweighing of their re-

Mr. Carhart declined to again 
serve as national treasurer. 

The convention was addressed by Senor 
Anselma de la Portella, Mexican consul, 
and Senor Yzaguirro, of Cuba. 

The delegates then took up in detail 
questions of change in by-laws, devoting 
much time to discussing fees and dues, 
Secretary John Maxwell, of Indianapolis, 
making a strong fight for a graded in- 
stead of a flat fee. The matter was re- 
ferred to committee. 

Resolutions giving high praise to New 
Orleans and the Progressive. Union for 
Its hospitality and energetic entertain- 
ment were adopted with a cheer. <An- 
other’ resolution adopted recommended 
the use of pneumatic tubes for the dis- 
tribution of United States mails in large 
cities. 

Charles Norman Fay, of Chicago, ad- 
dressed the delegates in support of his 
resolution urging the national adminis- 
tration through the department of com- 
merce and labor to prepare for general 
tariff revision. The resolution was also 
supported by D. B. Farquehar, of- York, 
Pa. 
S. O. Bigney. of Massachusetts, opposed 
action, declaring that the association had 
“no business with tariff tinkering.”” A 
lengthy debate was in prospect, when 
John Kirby, of Ohio, moved that the res- 
olution be laid on the table, the motion 
prevailing by a large majority. 

J. N. Nunemacher, of Kentucky, urged 
the association to present a united oppo- 
sition to what he termed “the anarch- 
istic and socialistic element which con- 
trols many of the labor unions,”’ but de- 
clared that the association must admit 
the right and justice of organized labor 
properly conducted.

GOVERNOR CANDLER REPLIES. 


His Answer to Certain Statements in 
the Card cf Julius 
L. Brown. 
. In reply to the card of Julius L. Brown 
relative to certain statements of his, 
former Governor Allen D. Candler yester- 
day made the following statement: 

“Governor Brown’s vigilance and devo- 
tion to duty at all times needs no defense 
at the hands of his son or any one else. 
Those who knew him as I did during the 
war between the states will bear willing 
testimony to his fidelity, patriotism and 
gallahtry during that stormy period; and 
yet it is true that when Sherman occupied 
Milledgeville in November, 1864, he very 
wisely, as did the legislature then in ses- 
sion, withdraw, and rumor at the time 
said he went to Dooly county, then re- 
mote from railroads, and carried the rec- 
ords of the cxecutive office with him. To 
have remained in Milledgeville would 
have been madness. 

“On November 19, 1864, the executive 
minutes show this entry: 

“**Executve Department, Milledgeville, 
November 19, 1864." Then follows a proc- 
lamation ordering out all male inhabitants 
between 16 and 56 to resist Sherman. The 
next entry is ‘Headquarters, Macon, No- 
vember 24;’ the next, ‘Headquarters, 
Macon, December 6; the next, ‘‘Headquar- 
ters, Macon, December §;’ the next, ‘Head- 
quarters, Macon, December 19.’ No other 
entry appears till the 20th of January, 1865. 
and it reads, ‘Executive Department, 
Milledgeville, January 20, 1865.’ Thus it 
appears that the executive office was not 
opened from the 19th of November, 1364. 
to the 4th of January, 1866. During thesc 
two months the capitol was exposed, and 
part of the time occupied by Sherman’s 
army, when state records, especialiy mili- 
tary records, it is said, were used by his 
soldiers to kindle their fires. 

“During this time Governor Brown was 
not in the executive office at Milledge- 
ville, nor did ne, according to the minutes, 
open an executive office at Macon. He 
was in the field at the head of his troops, 
doing all he could to protect his people 
from the ravages of the invader, wiih his 
headquarters in Macon. No civil busi- 
ness was done, all his acts were as com- 
mander in chief at his ‘@ arters,’ not 
in the executive office. 

“He came fully up to the measure of 
his duty, acted wisely, patriotically and 
bravely in every emergency. Still our 
military records were, during t®is period, 
largely lost or destroyed, not through any 
fault or neglect of duty on the part of 
the governor, or any other state officer, 
but by a hostile soldiery taught to hate 
us and our cause, and believing it 2 pa- 
triotic work to destroy every vestige vf 
our military records.”’ . 


IT RESULTED INA MISTRIAL. 


Trial of John Roberts for Highway 
Robbery at Tus-aloosa. 
-Tuscaloosa, April  16.—(Special.)—There 
has been a very interesting case going 
on in court for the past few days. The 
charge of which John Roberts is accused 
is that of highway robbery. Roberts, to- 
gether with three other negroes, attacked 
John R. Barr and wife after they had 
left their store at Bast End one night, 
and robbed them of a large sum of 
money, besides inflicting serious injuries 
upon them. The assault was made eight 
years ago, and four arrests were made. 
Two of the negroes were sentenced tv 
ten years in the penitentiary and the 
third with five years, but he died before 
his time expired. Roberts was tried and 
convicted, the supreme court reversing 
the case on technica] grounds. *The case 
coming up at this term of the court oc- 
cupied two days, and then went to tho 
jury, when it resulted in a mistrial, the

TOOK HIS LIFE 
BY SLOW POISON 


United States -Orders Dr, 
Harle Delivered To Mexi- 
can Government. 


Washington, April 16.—In issuing a war- 
rant for the surrender to the Mexican 
government of Dr. Charles S. Harle, now 
held in arrest at El Paso, Tex.,'’on a 
charge of being an-:accessory to a murder 
committed in Chihuahua, Mexico, the 
state department today took steps to se- 
cure the punishment of a peculiarly atro- 
clous crime, which has engaged the at- 
tention of the two governments and one 
of the big New York life insurance com- 
panies for many months. 

The papers filéd. at the state department 
alleged that the Mexican agent of the 
company, TT. C. Richardson, a man 
named Meredith and Dr. Harle conspired 
to murder a man in order to collect the 
insurance on his life, the policy of which 
had been issued by Richardson. The pol- 
icy was payable to Meredith. The victim 
was slowly poisoned to death and the 
doctor who attended him certified that 
he died from natural causes. The doc- 
tor’s defense is that he did not himself 
administer the drug. 

Richardson and Meredith, also arrested in 
Texas, were discharged by the court on 
the ground of insufficient evidence. But 
the Mexican government has sworn Out 
new charges and the two men will be 
arrested again and held for extradition, 


CONFEDERATE BAZAAR OPENS. 


Daughters and Memorial Association 
Have Charge of It. 

Richmond, Va., April 15.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—The confederate bazaar de- 
signed to raise sufficient money to in- 
sure the erection in this city of a suita- 
ble memorial to Jefferson Davis, presi- 
dent of the confederacy, opened here last 
night and will continue until the Ist of 
May. 

The bazaar bids fair to be a great 
social as well as patriotic success. It is 
conducted by the United Daughters of 
the Confederacy and the Confederate 
Southern Memorial Association, and the 
confederate museum, located in what 
was the home of President Davis during 
the war, will be a part beneficiary. 

The bazaar promises to eclipse anything 
of the character ever held in Richmond. 
The leading women of the city, those 
foremost in society life as well as in 
patriotic and benevolent work, have been 
hard at work for several months mak- 
ing preparations for it upon the most 
extensive scale, and they have had the 
hearty and active cooperation of a num- 
ber of zealous ladies in each of the 
southern states, The Davis Monument 
Association has a director in each state, 
and the Confederate Memorial Literary 
Society, which has charge of the museum, 
a regent, who represents the room owned 
by each state in the southern confederacy, 
and each state will be represented by a 
table bearing its name, seal and colors. 
There was a somewhat similar bazaar 
held here some fifteen years ago, through 
whith the bulk of the money used in 
the establishment of the confederate mu- 
seum was raised. That entertainment 
realized some thirty or more thousand 
dollars, and with a much stronger and 
more thorough organization covering theo 
entire south and much mere potential in- 
fluerce to be exercised in behalf of the 
coming fair, the ladies in charge hope 
it will be an even greater success. 

The arrangements of the hall are very 
effective. The design for the different 
tables are very handsome and appro- 
priate, and have been drawn by Mr. 
George A. Keiley, who has spared no time 
or pains to render them in all respects 
what he would wish them to he. The 
results are as gratifyine to the chairmen 
as they must by right be to the de- 
signer. The confederate red and white 
will appear in hall and table decorations, 
and the brilliant electrical lights will ren- 
der them most effective. 

Among the attractions promised are the 
Dramatic Club of the University of Vir- 
ginia on April 29; the ‘Masks and Wigs,” 
from the Wniversity of Pennsylvania, 
April 21; the presentation of ‘‘Chopsticks 
and Spikins.” a one-act comedy by local 
talent at the academy, April 29; “The 
Dime Museum,” with ‘freaks’ imported 
from the Eden mugsec, on April 30. 

Every southern state is represented in 
the bazaar and the regents of many of 
the rooms in the confederate museum are 
in Richmond to assist and to help in thea 
great joint work.

Minnesota, Largest Vessel Eve 
Built in America, is Launched 


New Ship the Greatest Cargo Carrier 
in the World—Vessel Built for 
Great Northern Company, 
and Will Be Used in 
the Oriental Trade. 


New London, Conn., April 16.—In the 
presence of thousands of spectators, in- 
cluding many visitors from New York, 
Boston and other. cities, the steamship 
Minrmesota, the largést vessel ever built 
in this country and the greatest cargo 
carrier in the world, was launched today 
at the yards of the Eastern Shipbuilding 
Company at Croton. The sponsor of the 
mammoth ship wasMiss Clara Hill, 
daughter of J: J; Hill, president of the 
Great Northern Steamship Company, for 
which the vessel was built, to become a 
member of the company’s Pacific and 
Oriental carrying: service. 

With a gliding movement, barely per- 
ceptible at first, the vast mass of steel, 
weighing thousands of tons, started down 
the ways, and, gathering speed, rapidly 
plunged into the water with a wave un- 
der her stern that seriously threatened 
the safety of the hundreds of smal! craft 
in the harbor. Although her momentum 
seemed sufficient to carry her far over to 
the other side of the wide harbor, the 
precautions taken to slacken her speed 
were sufficient ta bring her-to a stand- 
still within a mile of Croton shore. Tugs 
then took her in tow, and she was guided 
to a dock where she will be fitted up for 
service. 


Description of Vessel. 

The Cedric, which is registered at the 
same tonnage and exceeds the Minnesota 
in length, has‘less dead weight carrying 
capacity by more than 9,000 tons. The 
dead weight carrying capacity of the 
Cedric is 18,400 tons, while that of the 
Minnesota is 28,000. The Minnesota and 
her sister vessel, the Dakota, which is 
to be launched in about ten weeks, will 
carry 28,000 long tons of coal and 280,000 
barrels of flour. This is 50 per cent more 
than the dead weight carrying capacity 
of the two giant carriers of the White 
Star line, the Cedric and the Celtic. 

As compared with the largest steam- 
ships built at American ship yards, the 
Minnesota and Dakota have very nearly 
double the tonnage displacement and fully 
double the net dead weight carrying ca- 
pacity. The new cargo and passenger 
carriers, the Finland and Kroonland, of 
the Red Star line, have a tonnage of 
12,200. The Korea and Siberia, of the 
Pacific Mail Company, have a registered 
tonnage of 11,300. The Minnekakda and 
Minnedora, of the Atlantic Transport 
Company, have 13,400 gross torinage, The 
St. Louls and 8t.v' Paul, of the American 
line, have 10,500 tennage. The Minnesota 
and Dakota, onthe usual basis of 40 cu- 
bic feet to the.oargo ton, have a cargo 
space of 31,662 long tons, while the actual 
dead weight carrying capacity is 28,000 
and their tonnage displacement 38,000. 

The great vessel now building in Ger- 
many, Kaiser Wilhelm II, is somewhat 
longer than the Minnesota, but has less 
breadth, and has a moulded depth of 44 
feet, as compared with nearly 56 for the 
Minnesota. The tonnage displacement of 
the big German vessel is over one-third 
less than that of the Minnesota and 
Dakota. 


NOT WORRIED ABOUT SENATOR 


Question Was Discussed When Sum- 
mer Sessions Bill Was 
Depbated. 

The fact that, owing to the change of 
time of holding sessions of the legislature 
from fall to summer, there will be a 
period of four months when Georgia will 
be without a United States senator, unless 
the governor's appointee is accepted, is 
not giving the state officials or the poli- 

ticians any alarm. 

The question, by the way, is not a new 
one. It was used as an argument against 
overriding the governor's veto, in the 
house, by Hon. C. $. Reid, of Campbell, 
county, who made one of the strongest 
arguments sustaining the governor's dis- 
approval of the Dill. 

Florida got inta precisely the same fix 
as the result of changing the time 
of her legislative sessions, and the gov- 
ernor of that state last year appointed an 
ad interim senator. He was allowed to 
take his seat, no objection having been 
made to it. 

It is a.fact that.Georgia would be with- 
out a senator for a period of four months, 
if the governor’s appointee was turned 
down; but the precedent has already been 
set in the case of Florida, and the sit- 
uation is not viewed with any uneasiness 
or alarm. 


WANT THE COURT POSTPONED.

Judge Russell. 

Jefferson, Ga.,’ April 16.—(Special.)—Ow- 
ing to the fact trat the farmers are now 
so far behind with their work, petitions 
are being circulated in different parts of 
the county asking Judge Russell to post- 
pone the adjourned term of Jackson su- 
perior court, which he appointed to meet 
on the first Monday in May.

Besides being ore of the beast 
judges in the state, Judge Russell has 
fcrtunately been endowed with an abun- 
dance of practical wisdom and he will 
doubtless comply with the request of the 
farmers of Jackson county to postpone 
his court. until a more leisurely season 
of the year.

They 
were both indorsed in favor of DeAutry 
and bore the name of H. G. Hastings, the 
payee, on the back. 

This signature is saiq to have been 
a forgery in both instances and to have 
been made by using a rubber stamp with 
a facsimile of Hastings’ signature, which 
was inked over. The orders were sup- 
posed to have been lost, and Hastings 
had procured duplicates, which had been 
cashed. 

In DeAutry’s pockets were found an- 
other order payable to Hastings and is- 
sued from the Runge, Tex., office for 
the sum of $1.20 and a check for $.@ on 
the Bank of Rockmart, drawn by William 
M. Peak and made payable to Hastings. 
Neither of these papers bore the alleged 
fraudulent indorsements, however. 

DeAutry has been in the employ of 
F. J. Merriam, publisher of an agricul- 
tural paper, and was well known about

This is a 
‘saving of $7.50 per light, or a total 
saviig of about $7,500 per year for 
the city. - 

A litite investigation will show 
that the negotiations which have 
been pending for several weeks be- 
tween the mayor and council of At- 
lanta and the electric lighting cor- 
parations have amounted to consider- 
able, after all. 

Under the new contract Atlanta 
will pay much less for her lights than 
the average contract price paid by 
other cities of her class; much less, 
in fact, than the average price paid 
by the cities of the 
whole. The average ‘price paid for 


cities -with populations ranging from 
60,000 to. 120,000—is $86.30, while the 
average for sixty cities of the entire 
country is $88.03—these being the fig- 
ures on contract prices with private 
companies. 

Out of a list of seventy American 
cities given in The Eginecering News 
—which paper is a conceded author- 
ity on such  subjects—only fourteen 
cities under contracts with private 
corporations will secure their lights 
at a lower rate than Atlanta pays un- 
der the new contract. The other fifty- 
six cities pay more, their rates rang- 
ing from $78.47 to $146. 

While this is undoubtedly a much 
to be Rance gain, a comparison with 
those cities which operate their own 
lighting plants is convincing. proof 
that the municipal ownership system 
is the more to be desired. And this 
is what Atlanta will have to come to 
in the end. The average cost of 
lights to cities operating their own 
plants is $66. 

While it will be seen from this 
that Atlamta’s rate, under the new 
contract, is only $9 per lamp greater 
than the average cost under the mu- 
nicipal ownership system, the fact 
will impress itself upon every one 
that Atlanta may as well save this 
$9,000 per year as not. 

As it is, however, we save about 
$7,500 per year under the new con- 
tract, and that is some compensation 
for the fight that has been made for 
cheaper lights. Im this connection a 
few’comparisons with other cities 
will prove interesting. 

Taking cities of Atlanta’s class— 
that is, cities with populations from 
60,000 to 120,000—we find -that the 
average contract cost of lights is 
$86.30, varying from $60 
ville, Ind., to $120.50 in Camden, N. J. 
Evansville has the cheapest lights of 
any city in the country under private 
contract. Below is what these cities 
of Atlanta’s class .pay for lights:

A Wise Decision. 

The railroads have acted wisely, -it 
seems to usp in deciding not to contest 
Georgia’s new franchise tax law. 

At the conference held in Atlanta 
Wednesday between the executive of- 
ficers and the legal representatives 
of the various lines doing business: in 
Georgia, the matter was gone into at 
length, with the result that the various 


franchise tax law determined to make 
a fair effort to comply with the pro- 
visions of the law. 

It is true, the railroads are advised 
by, their attorneys that the new law 
is unconstitutional and would be so 
declared, but The Constitution does 
not believe this to be the case. On 
the contrary, great care was exercised 
in drafting the franchise tax law, and 
lawyers just as eminent as those who 
represent the railroads declare that it 
will stand any test. 

But even should the railroads suc- 
ceed in temporarily checking the op- 
erations of this law, it is clear that 
such defects as it might be held to 
contain would be promptly remedied 
and an effective law would forthwith 
be enacted. 

Georgia, like other states, has defi- 
nitely determined upon the policy of 
taxing public utility franchises, and 
the railroads have simply taken a 
common-sense view of the situation. 

In Comptroller General William A. 
Wright the state has a tax officer who 
for honesty, ability and competence 
has few equals in this country. He is 
just and conservative and neither the 
state nor any individual or corporation 
doing business in the state need fear 
any injustice at his hands. 

The railroads have shown the prop- 
er disposition in the determination not 
to antagonize the new plan of taxation 
prescribed by the state. They must

expense of the transaction. Every prin- 
ciple involved in carrying on the business 
of merchandising is found in the business 
of farming. When the farmer sells his 
cotton, it is a matter of as much neces- 
sity for him to know that he has made 
a profit in the.transaction as it is for the 
merchant to know that he jis. making 
a profit on the sales that are made in 
his store. 

The experience of the cotton grower 
of the south for the past ten years, 45 
a whole, has left a deep seated doubt in 
thelr minds as to making profit in cotton 
growing. Much the greater part of the 
labor that has been put forth and the 
capital necessary to carrying on the 
business has brought no net returns, and 
in a great many instances heavy 1085 
has beea the result, To put the matter 
in a shorter sentence, the all-cotton idea 
and credit, as carried on in the south at 
this time, is a failure. It. does seem that 
the farmers would stop traveling this 
rugged and perilous road. 

We can find hundreds, thousands, and 
millions of our people on our southern 
farms from year to year iaboring hard, 
but who are doubtful, uncertain, dis- 
couraged, because they know that when 
the year is done, cotton all gathered and 
sold, that their debts will not be paid 
and food for man and beast will be in- 


year. We find that to buy supplies for our 
farms in town, om a credit, with a view 
of paying for them with the proceeds of 
cotton, in a vast majority of instances, 
means poverty and hard living with but 
little comfort, little education, little of 
enything that is desirable. In this-age of 
enlightenment and progress a man might 
be called a fool who would, through 
choice, walk into such conditions as de- 
scribed above, yet we are placing our- 
selves dangerously near the point that 
-would warrant such a criticism. 

The farmers of the south must quit 
making all their obligations fall due dur- 
ing the cotton gathering season; they 
must aid the government in the effort 
to secure absolutely reliable statistics as 
to the size of each year’s crop and this 
data’ must be had at the earliest possible 
momént. Not later than January 1 the 
farmers of the south should be able to 
declare to the world the amount of cotton 
made the year previous. The guessing 
business that has so much influence on 
thé price of our cotton should be buried 
forever.’ We should know beyond a doubt,, 
The smartest farmer in the south can’t 
tell within 10 per cent what his own 
fields will make, and it is ridiculous for 
any man to attempt to estimate the crop

Thousands of merchants iive by selling 
these working people their clothing and 
food. Besides the direct work of convert- 
ing raw cotton into yarns and a multi-

of other factories converting the goods 
that come fro mthe looms {into different 
articles of usefulness. We have manufac- 
turers of belting, hose, mail-bag, army 
uniforms, harvesting outfits, tents and 
thousands of fancy and staple articles 
for man’s necessities; and these manu- 
tacturers have millions upon millions of 
money invested and millions of people 
working for them. . Millions of money is 
invested in plants for making cotton mill 
machinery. Coal mining and railroads 
get great fortunes of revenue from the 
cotton mills. They are sustained by this 
great staple, cotton, They must have it; 
they cannot live without it, and -three- 
fourths of it comes from the fields of 
the south. Is it possible that the men 
who produce and own this precious staple 
will part with it for less than its cost 
of production, and make themselves oft- 
times paupers and their children beggars 
by so doing? It is: hard to believe, but 
we see it every day. Shall we hold on to 
the present system and be hewers of wood 
end drawers of water, while others reap 
the benefits? 

The mills of the.world need not less 
than 11,000,000 bales of American cotton. 
They can use it at a price that will leave 
the producer a reasonable profit, but this 
will never be done until the producers 
demand it. Cotton is high now because 
the mills can't get it cheaper.

COURT 1S ASKED 
FOR REHEARING 


Complainants Want Equit-| 


able Loan Decision 
Reviewed. 


A petition for rehearing was filed in the 
supreme court yesterday by attorneys 
representing the complainants in the case 
of P. Alston Waring, and others, against 
the Equitable Loan and Security Com- 
pany, in which a judgment was recently 
rendered overruling the lower court, and 
holding that no receiver should have been 
appointed for the company in ques- 
tion. 

The request for rehearing is put on 
various grounds. Attention is called to 
the fact that two of the justices of the 
court, Chief Justice Simmons and Justice 
Lamar, rendered a dissenting opinion, 
sustaining the contentions made against 
the company. It is set forth that in the 
decision 6f the three justices who render- 
ed the cotirt’s-opinion sustaining the va- 
lidity of the corapany, pronounced its con- 
tracts un@tse and foolish, and stated in 
so.many words that “Class A" certificates 
were illegal and void. Following this it Is 
contended that there is very little differ- 
ence betweén the foregoing certificates 
and “Class B” certificates. which the 
court’s decision held to be valid. 

It is respectfully suggested that de- 
cisions of other courts of final resort are 
all on the other line. The evidence, it 
is stated, shows a consideration, chance 
and @ prize, or all the elements of a 
lottery. The petition is quite a lengthy 
one and brings out all the features of the 
ease. It is urged that a rehearing be 
granted before a full bench of the su- 
preme court. On the occasion of the 
last hearing Justice Lumpkin was sick 
and not in attendance on the court.
